(statewide summative assessments)

What can teachers do with MCA and MTAS data?

Get a general sense of strengths and growth areas in
State relation to the grade-level standards for your content area.

Analyze achievement level results in a school or grade:

e What percent of students are proficient?

e What percent of students are not yet proficient? How does this compare
across student groups?

e Are the students that completed the assessment representative of the
total student population of the school or district?

e Are there other instructional changes that could provide additional
context (i.e., textbook change, emphasis on a certain content strand)?
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What makes an assessment useful to classroom instruction?

Cautions for teachers when using MCA and MTAS data

This data is not instructionally useful.

A teacher needs more fine-grained, curricular information to
differentiate instruction for individual and groups of students.

Scale scores should never be compared across grades for a student,
especially when determining if a student has shown growth.

The achievement levels CAN be used to assess whether student
growth across grades is demonstrated.

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Statewide Testing Decisions for Spring 21

 The U.S. Department of Education sent a letter this week to states stating
they will not be allowing waivers for testing like last year.

e MDE is bound by federal law to administer the MCA, MTAS, ACCESS, and Alt.
ACCESS.

 Minnesota is submitting an addendum to its ESSA state plan. This addendum
will allow us to make temporary changes to our accountability system to
reflect the effects of the pandemic on accountability data collection and use.

Statewide Testing Updates for Spring ‘21 — Results

 We know the pandemic has had a significant impact on instruction this year.

* We expect student performance to be different from previous years and are
discussing ways to report this that supports “assets-based” thinking.

« MDE will provide additional guidance on the use of Spring 2021 results,
including comparing results to previous years.

* When the test is administered correctly, the scores still represent a valid and
accurate snapshot of current learning of the grade-level content standards
and proficiency in academic English (for ELs) at the time students test.
